School District sets telephone survey on millage loss

Four hundred people in the Van Buren 
Public Schools district will be getting 
telephone calls soon from a professional 
polling company to ask them why the 
millage failed. 

The district's 1.13-mill Sinking Fund 
renewal was turned down by voters on 
May 5 on a 3,415 - 4,514 vote. 

On Monday, at the beginning of the 
work/study session of the Board of 
Education, School Supt. Michael Van 
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Tassel recommended a poll of people in the 
district to find out the reason the millage 
was rejected. 

Although the board cannot make decisions 
during the work/study session, it gave Van 
Tassel its unofficial blessing to call the 
company in the morning to set up the poll 
as soon as possible. 

Van Tassel said the Epic MRA firm will do 
15-minute polls of 400 people with results 
having a 596 or less margin of error. Cost is 
from $15,000 to $20,000, Van Tassel said. 

He reminded the board that he has 
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authority to spend up to $23,000 without 
the board's approval, so he could proceed 
with the project without an official vote. 

Van Tassel said he has talked to people in 
the community and some thought the vote 
was no because the state's Proposal One 
was the only other thing on the ballot and 
80% of the people said no to that. 

Other voters told him the last sentence 
in the ballot question, “A portion of the 
revenue may be captured by the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority," offended them because they 
didn't want the township to get any of that 
money. 

Van Tassel said the wording was drawn up 
by lawyers. He said he talked to VBT Clerk 
Leon Wright about it and he said Wright

In explaining her goals, Suchy said she has 
been at this library for 28 years and knows 
every facet of the job.

“I am strongly committed to this library 
and this community," Suchy said, adding 
she pays extreme attention to details and 
watches the budget. She said she helped to 
birth the district library and then to put in 
place things needed for the district library.

Ficano giveaway 
finally accepted in 
Van Buren Twp. 


A plan by former Wayne County Executive 
Bob Ficano to give money away for local 
road projects finally has been accepted in 
Van Buren Township. 

But, it hasn't been easy. The offer to 
give VBT $750,000 in exchange for a 
20% match is a once-in-a-lifetime offer 
— especially looking at Wayne County's 
current finances. 

But there were details that offended some 
of the residents in the proposed Venetian, 
Dewitt and Jeannette Road Special 
Assessment District. They wanted their 
roads repaired ... but ...! 

This project also led to the resignation 
of the township's Director of Planning and 
Economic Development Jack Knowles, 
our favorite director of all those we've had 
over the years. He's gone this week. 

A public hearing was held Tuesday — 
for almost two hours. After that was over, 
the board approved the SAD roll of an 
estimated total of $2,854 per lot over five 
years, less than half of what it would have 
cost those 46 homeowners 12 years ago 
when road repairs were last sought. 

The roads are horrible. Now they'll be 
repaired with the help of taxpayer money 
in the county's pocket. 

Everyone wanted the roads to be fixed, 
but minutiae bogged it down. On Tuesday, 
the board took all the necessary action to 
get it going, but that was only after the 
dissenting residents stepped out into the 
hall to complain some more.

Board 


Dear Supervisor Combs and Township 
Board: 

The March 5, 2015 employment policy 
that you approved requiring a minimum of 
a 6-hour break after working 18 hours in 
one department is not being enforced, at 
least not for Lt. Floro. A study of FOIA'd 
timesheets shows, despite the township's 
attempt to curb these practices, Lt. Floro's 
blatant disregard for rules continues. 

On April 24, Floro worked 30 hours 
straight. Starting at the Fire Department 
from 6 a.m. - 6 a.m. then at 6 a.m. on the 
25th he recorded that he worked from 6 
a.m. to 12 p.m. in addition to Command 
Training. 

Another interesting observation is that 
Lt. Floro never logs any travel time off for 
transportation between the PD and FD. The 
township supplies him with a vehicle, fuel, 
and insurance. Adding paid travel time for 
a single employee is ludicrous. 

It's not just the tremendous strain on 
the Public Safety budget; it's also excess 
fatigue and the adverse effect on public 
safety. US Customs Agents must have an 
8-hour rest period after their shift. 

The department continuously loses the 
public's trust as it writes policies and 
doesn't enforce them. Pyramiding overtime 
has been banned in the union's contracts as 
far back as 2006 and quite possibly before 
then. 

The Board's March 3, 2015 Resolution 
which prohibited using accrued time, 
described by Director Laurain as comp, 
personal and vacation, to work in another 
classification was not needed. Why did 
the township ever pay these absences, 
sometimes even sick days/hours from an 
employee's primary job to earn additional 
overtime? This isn’t dedication, it's 
exploiting the system. 

Where is the supervision of this employee 
that continuously disregards policy? As 
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the Chair of the former Public Safety 
Committee, some residents still feel free 
to contact me. I’ve heard Floro provides 
daily transportation for his kids to schools 
outside the area during work hours. 

Whistle blower lawsuit 14-007522-CZ is 
currently making its way through the 3rd 
Circuit Court. The suit involves the firing 
of Lt. Floro's supervisor after he brought to 
light fellow firefighters’ complaints about 
Floro abandoning his post. 

How long is this Board going to ignore 
poor performance from at-will appointed 
directors? I've also heard a letter from a 
high-ranking police officer was sent to 
Director Laurain asking him to resign and 
that the department has lost confidence 
in him. The township and its employees 
need to have leaders that have earned their 
respect. Director Laurain and Fire Chief 
Besson must go.

So, I am praising the U of M Surgical 
Team which Dr. Sandra Wong heads up at 
the Sarcoma Clinic. 

Iama walking testament to the great care 
and attention to my medical condition, 
especially that I received there during my 
week's stay. 

Next step, a two-year wait, cancer free, to 
be put on the Transplant List again.

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Help stop dog bites in 
the community 


To the Editor: 

A dog might be a man’s best friend, but 
is it a letter carrier’s? Warmer temperatures 
mean children playing, letter carriers 
delivering, and dogs barking. Most dogs 
are safely behind a fence or on a leash. 
However, there are some situations when a 
dog can be potentially dangerous. 

Several of our letter carriers know 
first-hand about the prevention and pain 
of animal attacks, and we want to help 
educate the community — especially during 
National Dog Bite Prevention Week, May 
16-22. 

More than 4.5 million people are bitten 
annually by dogs. Last year, 5,767 postal 
employees were victimized by dogs across 
the country. And more than 2 million 
children receive dog bite injuries each 
year. Small children, the elderly and letter 
carriers, in that order, are the most frequent 
victims of dog bites. 

Dog attacks are the most commonly 
reported childhood public health problem 
in the United States. Dog bite victims 
account for up to 5% of emergency room 
visits. 

So what can you do to avoid being 
bitten? Don’t run past a dog. The dog’s 
natural instinct is to chase and catch you. 
If a dog threatens you, don’t scream. Avoid 
eye contact. Try to remain motionless until

One of the many scams that are out there 
is a telephone scam that says that he is 
from the Windows I.T. Department and 
that your computer has a virus and your 
virus protection covers Windows XP only. 

He will then convince you to let him get 
into your computer so he can show you 
this, then proceed to show you the different 
protection plans that are available. He will 
give you his name and a password so that if 
you call him you have to provide the name 
and password. 

Then he will ask you how you want to 
pay for it and if it is a credit card he will 
have a form to fill out with you giving your 
last four of your social security number. 
Remember, never give out your social 
security number. 

If you turn them down after you have 
done this and call your credit company 
to block payment, they will keep calling 
you saying you need protection for your 
computer. Tell them you're recording this 
conversation and you will call the police 
and ће Е.В I. 

If you have caller I.D. and the number 
that comes up is the number 1 or any 
single number, don't answer. Or, if the 
number is different than what you are used 
to, like 202-660-1505 and 12026601505 
don't answer it. Don't talk to anyone from 
INDIA that is calling you unless you call 
someone there first. If they call, just say “I 
don't have a computer." 

If you purchase by credit card on the 
internet, it should be with a card that is not 
a bank credit card.

told him it probably doesn't have to be on 
there because "it's already been paid." 

“It appears we will not have to include 
that wording next time,” Van Tassell said. 

“The community has voted and spoken," 
Van Tassel said, adding to just put the same 
question back on the ballot is not a good 
idea. 

He said his recommendation is that 
the board do this poll and gather good 
information from the community about 
what the community is willing to support 
and what it will not support. 

Van Tassel said the poll is a four-to-six- 
week process and then the board can have 
a special work/study session to discuss the 
results. The special work/study could be 
set in June and then a resolution could be 
passed and sent in to the county at the end 
of July and give the board a month to think 
about it and discuss what they want to do 
until the August deadline for the November 
election. 

Later in the meeting he said it might be 
more like a three-to-four-week process, 
which would bring the results back in 
June. 

“We’ll find out things we have to do 
better and news we need to get out," Van 
Tassel said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier suggested the 
board get together with another group in 
the community, possibly the library, so the 
cost could be shared. 

Board members pointed out that they want 
answers specific to the school district and 
the library district has different boundaries 
than the school district. 

"['m all for it," Frazier said of the poll. 
“We need to get information from our 
stakeholders." 

"Short of doing this, we won't get a 
snapshot," Van Tassel said. ^Why people 
voted and why people didn't vote ... There 
was only about a 2096 turnout. That's not 
even our parents ... * 

He said the board can choose to disagree 
with the results of the poll, *You're the 
board." 

"We don't want to guess and then 
be wrong," said board president Brent 
Mikulski. 

“We can find out not only those who 
voted no, but why people didn't vote,” said 
board vice president Martha Toth. 

Van Tassel said some may say they don't 
like paying taxes, or "I was out of town," 
or “I didn’t like the last sentence.” 

He said VBT is talking of a police/fire 
millage vote in November. 

“Instead of getting an Ouija Board out” 
we can do this, Van Tassel said of the 
polling. 

“We may not like what they say,” he 
warned the board. 

Frazier said the people might say, “No 
мау” to the Sinking Fund. 

Van Tassel said the board could consider 
reducing the amount to .5 mill or .25 mill. 
Members of the public will be asked what 
they are willing to support. 


"We'll find out if the community is 
supportive of bringing it again," he said. 

“One problem is the name,” said Toth. 
“The Sinking Fund. Sinking in is bad.” 

“It’s been a challenge in the past," Van 
Tassel said, noting if the board puts a 
proposal or modified proposal on the ballot 
a citizen committee can be formed in early 
August. 

He said the board and district employees 
cannot serve on the committee, but he can 
have a limited service. 

He said for the last election he thought 
they got the information out, but he has 
seen attacks on Facebook on some of the 
board members. 

“I’m not going to tell you polls are perfect. 
They're not," Van Tassel said. 

But, he said, the district has to pay for 
elections. 

“We’ll find out for sure where we sit, then 
form a community committee, and file the 
paperwork," Van Tassel said.

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BHS student gets OK to graduate by 
preferred, rather than legal, name

On Friday, CBS News/WWJ Radio in 
Detroit published a story about a Belleville 
High School transgender student who 
got permission from the superintendent 
to have his preferred name called out at 
graduation rather than the name on his 
birth certificate. 

The story has had many comments on the 
internet from far-flung locations. 

According to WWJ, Sebastian Newell 
assumed his male identity as a freshman 
and fought to graduate as Sebastian, not 
the name of Maura, which is on his birth 
certificate. 

Sebastian is quoted as saying he didn’t 
want to participate in BHS Commencement 
ceremonies on May 28 at Eastern Michigan 
University Convocation Center under the 
name of Maura, which would embarrass 
him “in front of thousands of people.” 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel is 
quoted as saying the initial decision to use 
the name “Maura” was not about gender, 
but about the policy that a student must 
use a legal name and the district agreed to 
use the name “Sebastian” after getting the 
approval of the student’s parents. 

Supt. Van Tassel told WWJ the district 
is discussing doing away with the tradition 
of separating boys and girls at the 
Commencement ceremony. 

“The times, they are a changing — and 
there’s nothing wrong with that,’ Van 
Tassel told WWJ. 

Van Tassel’s executive secretary Pam 
Johnson said Monday that although she 
cannot answer a question on a specific 
student because of FERPA privacy laws, 
a student’s graduation certificate will be 
printed out with his or her legal name at 
the time of graduation. 

But, Sebastian will be sitting with the 
boys. 

There was internet chatter about 
Sebastian at first being denied having his 
preferred name called out, but on May 14, 
Renee Newell announced online: “Great 
news all!! Sebastian Newell is walking as 
himself!! Thank you Mr. Van Tassel and 
staff, teachers, family, friends? Advocates 
and educated people. We are proud of the 
peaceful way this was handled...let us not 
forget there are many young trans kids that 
do not have this kind of support. Let’s keep 
this ball rolling. Peace all, Renee Newell a 


very proud mommy.” 

One internet site detailed early plans 
to drown out the announcer at BHS 
Commencement in support of Sebastian. 
When the announcer would try to say 
“Maura,” all would yell out “Sebastian 
Newell.” 


Tooley v. Van Buren Public Schools 

In a related report, a transgender law suit 
was filed Sept. 5 in U.S. District Court 
in Detroit against four school districts, 
including the Van Buren Public Schools. 

The suit was brought by the mother of 
a 14-year-old transgender student who was 
also born as a female — Olivia -- and now 
wishes to be a male -- Seth. The student 
attended Owen Intermediate School and 
then transferred to other schools. 

Kimberly Tooley, who lives in Dearborn 
Heights, alleges bullying апа sex 
discrimination against her child. 

A “Statement of Interest of the United 
States” was filed Feb. 24. This brings the 
U.S. Attorney General’s office and others 
into the case to assist the court in evaluating 
the claims of sex discrimination. 

Among other things, Tooley’s lawsuit 
alleges: “A hostile environment exists 
in the districts and the districts’ existing 
policies and procedures have contributed 
to the hostile environment."

might use to describe her, she said: “Calm, 
creative, perseverant." 

When asked about the failed millage 
and bond campaign and what she would 
have done differently, she said after they 
prepared the proposed budget for the new 
building, they should have had a bit more 
time to prepare the campaign. 

“There was not enough time to get out in 
the community and sell it,” she said, noting 
it should have been on the November 
ballot, where there were more voters. 

When asked about grants, she told of 
a $16,000 federal grant she wrote and 
obtained for outreach to children, among 
other grants. 

When asked about ways to motivate the 
staff, without money, she said: “Give them 
responsibility. It's like we all own stock 
in the library, all co-owners. Give them a 
project. Give them ownership." 

When asked about what surprised her in 
the library survey results, Suchy said she 
was surprised by the lack of support for a 
branch library. 

“Money is always an issue,” she said. 
*What we were proposing was too costly for 
them ... They said we were building a Taj 
Mahal. OK, what can we build? What can 
we do? People like their library downtown. 
We saw it in Dexter and Chelsea." 

Suchy said she spent her entire career 
here and she and Green had a very close 
relationship, with them communicating 
without finishing sentences. 

“Tve been the anchor,” she said. “Deb 
goes off with different ideas and I tell her 
why don’t we focus on two? 

"[ excel at implementing. I’m a little 
vague about vision," she said. 

“I didn't follow a traditional career path,” 
she told the board. “I was here. I loved the 
library, the staff, I love our community...

Her Master 
of Information and Library Studies degree 
was earned at the U of M in 1988. She has 
worked at the Belleville library since then. 

She is a member of the Belleville Rotary 
Club and is president-elect for 2015-16. 
Among other activities, she taught T'ai 
Chi at the Van Buren Township Recreation 
Department from 2000-2013. 

After the board voted to offer the position 
to Suchy, board president Dawson read 
a letter from Keith and Ginger Bruder 
of Willis strongly supporting Suchy's 
candidacy. 

The interviews were conducted by 
Marianne Hartzell of  Hartzell-Mika

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Council OKs sending engineer to assess Veterans Memorial

After a lengthy presentation by Cornell 
Anton at Monday's Belleville City Council 
meeting, the council voted unanimously to 
send Hennessey Engineers to evaluate the 
Veterans' Memorial and to bring back a 
cost estimate for repairs. 

Anton gave a report on the history of 
the monument, which was built by private 
donations. 

He said he is working on a project to bring 
forth stories on the lives and deaths of each 
of the 51 veterans from Belleville that died 
in the line of duty. Those are the names that 
are engraved on the monument. 

Anton had provided pictures of the details 
of the monument that need attention, 
including the rear wall, loose railing, bricks 
that need to be reset, and three flagpoles 
that need to be reset. 

He said the four-inch movement to the 
POW flagpole has so much movement that, 
“I expect it to be lying down by the kayak 
launch." 

Anton said the monument was dedicated 
24 years ago and six years later it needed 
repairs. 

“Now, after 15 years of weather, we're at 
it again," he said. 

Anton asked the council to honor its 
resolution passed Sept. 6, 2002 establishing 
the Veterans’ Memorial Trust Fund “... to 
set aside certain revenues for the care and 
maintenance of the Veterans' Memorial." 

He asked the council to take action to 
"rectify the existing condition of the 
Veterans' Memorial." 

Councilman Tom Fielder claimed credit

for suggesting compiling the histories 
of those named on the monument, “and 
Cornell ran with it. I'd like us to at least 
have Hennessey go down there and 
evaluate it ... whether it's done [repaired] 
by the city or community..." 

Then he made the formal motion to 
send the engineers over to find a proposed 
solution for repairs and a cost estimate and 
the council passed it. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria was not present 
at that meeting or the past few meetings. 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer explained 
that he was recovering from surgery. 

In other business at Monday's meeting, 
the council: 

* Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley announce 
that the city just received approval to 
start construction of the kayak launch and 
attendant amenities; 

* Approved the mayor's appointment 
of Douglas Dalton to the Civil Service 
Commission with a term to expire May 
31, 2018. This is Mayor Conley's second 
appointment to the CSC, with one 
appointment left to go. Although she let all 
the memberships in the CSC sit vacant last 
year, voters rejected her request to abolish 
the commission; 

* Agreed the goal is to resolve budget 
issues and approve the budget June 4 after 
a public hearing. Fielder said they could 
adjourn that council meeting with the 
budget and reconvene it at the next regular 
meeting to get extra time to work on the 
budget legally; 

* Approved Bill Van Winkle's request 
from the Canton Lions Club to collect 
donations to support the blind and hearing 
impaired. Lions members will be out on 
Main Street from Five Points to the Bridge 
on Fridays, May 22 and 29, from 11 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Van Winkle said since the volunteers 
are getting old, they probably won't be out 
there past 3 p.m.; 

* Approved the annual resolution to 
continue the 8096-2096 split for payment of 
healthcare premiums by all city employees; 
and 

* Approved accounts payable of 
$74,666.64 and the following departmental 
purchases in excess of $500: Blue Ribbon,

Belleville Planners working on 
parking, peddling/soliciting

The Belleville Planning Commission 
started reviewing the parking ordinance for 
the city at its regular meeting on May 14. 
Of special interest is the downtown area, 
said commission chairman Steve Jones. 

Commissioner John Juriga, who is also 
an elected member of the Belleville Area 
District Library Board, was intentontalking 
about how much parking the city would 
require for a library. The present ordinance 
doesn't have standards for libraries. 

He said 800 people responded to the 
recent library survey and most wanted the 
library to stay in the city area. 

"Parking may be a deal-breaker,” Juriga 
said. 

The commission also talked about strip 
malls. Commissioner Henry Kurczewski 
said he recently drove to the new Secretary 
of State's office in the Davenport Plaza 
and it was pouring rain. He said he drove 
around the whole building and couldn't 
find a parking spot. 

It was the understanding that the Secretary 
of State required 150 parking spaces. They 
will check on that figure and what number 
of parking spaces the strip mall needed to 
have and how that was determined. 

“They are at their capacity and are built 
out at that site," Jones said of the Davenport 
strip mall. 

When asked when all the large machinery 
and piles of cement and other items will be 
cleaned away from the strip mall site, City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer said that there 
is a time limit in the construction permit

and she thinks the Davenports are still 
within that limit. 

Commissioner Mike Renaud said the city 
ordinance calls for one vehicle parking for 
150 square feet of store area. 

When asked if there was room for 
another strip mall in the city, City Manager 
Kollmeyer said Woody Sloane bought 
three lots, the Pentamaki property, on Main 
and Third streets. 

She said the city has a count of 400 
parking spaces in downtown Belleville. 

“Could you buy a lot and use it as a 
parking lot?” asked commission vice- 
chairman Michael Hawkins. 

City Manager Kollmery said Sam Kassab 
already does that, charging his tenants for 
parking in his lot. 

Renaud said the lot has to be within 300 
feet of the building it services, under the 
city's current ordinance. 

Juriga said in the future the city may 
choose to change its parking standard. He 
said the library architect said one parking 
spot for every 450 square feet of building 
was reasonable. 

Renaud wanted to know if that was gross 
square footage or usable square footage, 
because it makes a big difference. 

Juriga said the commission's planning 
consultant had said 450 square feet per 
parking spot was not unrealistic. 

Juriga said the library has a new head 
counter and it logs 10,000 people per 
month. 

"[t's not necessary to have that many 
parking spots," Juriga said.

Kollmeyer said it costs money to bring the 
planner to meetings, so the commissioner 
and city administration can do some 
research. 

Jones said in Berkley, one parking spot 
per 150 square feet of usable floor area 
is required. He said in looking at other 
communities, 300 was a popular number, 
with a few using 450. 

"We've uncovered a number of areas 
in the parking ordinance to investigate," 
Jones said, noting they will continue their 
Work at the next meeting June 11. 

Then, Kollmeyer gave them packets of 
information on the present ordinance on 
peddling and soliciting, plus ordinances 
from other communities to review on the 
same subject. 

She said food vendors have been a recent 
problem. One BBQ vendor was at the 
Pentimaki property and Hayward's and he 
didn't have health department credentials. 
The vendor told the city he does this in 
Detroit, but he was moved out of the city. 

She suggested commissioners check out 
the Municode website that allows people to 
review ordinances in other communities. 

"Read and familiarize yourselves with 
other communities and we can discuss it at 
the next meeting," Jones said. 

"We've got our work cut out for us at the 
next meeting," Kurczewski said.

Court Watching: 
Case against Ostrowskis 


dropped after witnesses 
fail to appear in court

Van Buren Township Police and the 

Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office charged 

three members of a family in connection 

with an April 12 road rage incident that 
grew into an assault. 

When the three co-defendants were due

for their preliminary exams on April 29 
before 34" District Court Judge David 
Parrott, the two victims/witnesses failed to 
show up. 

Prosecutor Blair Moody asked Judge 
Parrott to adjourn the exam to a later date 
so Van Buren Township Police Detective 
Ken Toney could locate the witnesses. 

Det. Toney said one witness said he 
wanted to prosecute, but when he tried to 
call the witness to remind him of the court 
date, he had turned off his phone. 

The other witness told Det. Toney he 
couldn't be in court that day, but he did 
want to prosecute. 

“I don't have any choice in the matter," 
said Judge Parrott, noting there was no 
good cause presented why the witnesses 
weren't present. He said he is told the 
witnesses wish to prosecute, but they are 
not here. 

Judge Parrott granted the motion of 
the three defense attorneys to dismiss the 
charges, without prejudice, which means 
they can be refiled in the future. 

The three defendants were: 

* Tonia Lynn Ostrowski, 35, who 
was charged with two counts of ethnic 
intimidation and was defended by court- 
appointed attorney Jennifer Mead. 
Tonia had been out on a $1,000 personal 
recognizance bond; 

* Bradley Allen Ostrowski, 37, who 
was charged with ethnic intimidation and 
assault and battery, was defended by court- 
appointed attorney Alvin Sullen. Bradley 
was lodged on $10,000/10% bond and then 
posted bond; and 
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*Michael Dewayne Ostrowski, 48, 
who was charged with felonious assault, 
weapons-felony firearm, and lying to the 
police during a crime investigation (a four- 
year or more felony). His court appointed 
attorney was Charles Rutledge. He was 
lodged on $20,000/10% bond and then 
posted bond. 

Det. Toney said it all started with a road 
rage incident involving Tonia and she 
followed the victims into Van Buren Estates 
mobile home park off Lohr Road and her 
two brothers showed up and assaulted the 
victims. 

Det. Toney said he would try to contact 
the witnesses to see if they still want to 
prosecute. (He said the Ostrowskis are 
not related to former VBT Trustee Al 
Ostrowski.)

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Belleville Postmaster 
offers tips for spring 
mailbox maintenance

With the spring season well under way, the 
U.S. Postal Service is asking all Belleville- 
area homeowners to inspect and repair their 
mailboxes. 

Repairing suburban and rural mailboxes 
improves the appearance of our community 
and makes delivering and receiving mail safer 
for our carrier and customers. 

The Postal Service makes this annual request 
because of the wear and tear that occurs 
to mailboxes every year. This is especially 
important after the effects of last winter. 

Some of the typical activities that may need 
to be done include: 

* Replacing loose hinges on a mailbox door. 

* Repainting a mailbox that may have rusted 
or started peeling. 

* Remounting a mailbox post if loosened. 

* Replacing or adding house numbers. 

If a homeowner plans to install a new 
mailbox or replace a worn one, he or she must 
use only Postal Service-approved traditional, 
contemporary, or locking full/limited service 
mailboxes. 

Customers should be careful when purchasing 
curbside mail receptacles because the use of 
unapproved boxes is prohibited. Customers 
may use a custom-built mailbox, but they must 
consult with my office to ensure it conforms to 
guidelines applying to flag, size, strength, and 
quality of construction.

Westland teen charged 
with murder, home 
invasion in killing 


A 17-year-old Westland teen has been 
charged with murder and home invasion in 
the stabbing death of Matthew Green, 33, 
of Belleville. 

Dion Marquis Patterson is accused of 
entering a home in the 35800 block of 
Thames Street in Westland at about 2:18 
a.m. Saturday. 

According to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor's Officer, the two got into a 
physical altercation and Patterson used an 
object to stab Green, who died at Annapolis 
Hospital as a result of the injuries. 

Patterson is charged with first-degree 
murder, second-degree murder, assault with 
a dangerous weapon and home invasion. 
He has been arraigned on the charges at 
18^ District Court in Westland and is being 
held without bail at the Wayne County Jail. 
His preliminary hearing is set for May 28. 

The argument that led to the stabbing 
was between neighbors over loud music, 
Westland Police said. Green was reportedly 
stabbed in multiple places, including his 
chest.
